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COME ON IRENE! 

Great-grandmother still a regular at White Hart Lane - at the age of 101

SPURS fan Irene McBride is 
still cheering on the players 
from her seat in the stands - 
at the ripe old age of 101! 

The great-grandmother regularly 
attends Tottenham Hotspur’s home 
matches with her family and 
received a rapturous reception from 
a packed stadium when she was 
paraded before the White Hart Lane 
crowd as the club’s oldest season- 
ticket holder. 

Irene, a resident of Springview 
care home ,in Crescent Road, 
Enfield, was presented by leg¬ 
endary Spurs goalkeeper Pat Jen¬ 
nings with a personalised “McBride 
101” shirt, autographed by the cur¬ 
rent team, during the half-time 
interval of Spurs’ 3-0 Premier 
League victory over Bournemouth. 

Irene’s grandson, Julian Stringle, 
51, said: “While waiting to be intro¬ 
duced to the supporters, club offi¬ 
cials thought it was best if she had a 
seat rather than stand - so she 
unwittingly plonked herself down 
on the touchline seat of Tottenham 
boss Mauricio Pochettino, who had 
vacated it minutes earlier.” 

Irene, who first began supporting 
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Spurs back in the 1930s, ranks 
Jimmy Greaves as her all-time 
favourite Spurs player - and she 
met her current hero, striker Harry 
Kane, by chance in the players’ tun¬ 
nel after being taken on an after¬ 
match tour of the ground. 

“He was on his way to do a 


post-match TV interview and 
spotted us, and agreed to come 
back and have his picture taken 
with her,” said Julian, a profes¬ 
sional jazz session musician. 

“When he shook her hand, she 
remarked, ‘Haven’t you got warm 
hands?’, to which he replied, ‘Yes, 


because I’ve been running around,’ 
and the little chat he had with her 
made her day,” added Julian. 

Later, as Irene left the ground she 
was mobbed by fans and even one 
of the souvenir scarf-sellers joined 
in, adorning her with three Spurs

Campaigners ponder legal action to stop festival 


A COMMUNITY group is considering legal 
action as part of a fierce campaign to stop a 
three-day music festival going ahead. 

Headliners, Chase & Status, Calvin Harris, 
and 1975 are among a string of big names 
who will play in Finsbury Park after the 
Wireless Festival was given the green light by 
Haringey Council earlier this month. 

But The Friends of Finsbury Park are 
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“working closely with their solicitor” to try to 
stop the music festival going ahead on July 8, 
9 and 10. 

Chairman Tom Palin told the Advertiser : 
“We have always said we are not against 
Wireless Festival in itself, but the event is just 
too big for Finsbury Park. It’s vast scale 
covers almost one third of the park, 
surrounded by an oppressive eight-foot-high 
green metal fence, excluding park users and 
residents in high summer for weeks on end. 
We want to work with Haringey to find 
alternative, more imaginative streams of 
income, which are more appropriate in type 
and scale for our wonderful park and 
inclusive of the local community.” 

Mr Palin added that there had also been 
major concerns expressed from fans on 
social media for having Wireless in Finsbury 
Park this year, worried that the violence and 
antisocial behaviour which characterised 
Wireless 2015 might erupt again. 


He said: “After reviewing the relevant 
legislation, it is our view that Haringey 
Council does not have the power to hold 
Wireless Festival. We are now working 
closely with our solicitor Susan Ring to 
discuss the next course of action.” 

Last year’s event was marred by trouble 
as crowds of ticketless fans “rioted” and 
tried to break down the fencing to get into 
the festival. 

A council spokeswoman said that this year 
the event would run as smoothly as possible. 

She said: “Music festivals like Wireless 
are part of a range of events that take 
place in the park each year. Others include 
funfairs and family attractions, charity 
gatherings and fun runs. Events bring in 
vital income to Haringey to help to fund new 
facilities and improvements - such as the 
recently refurbished Finsbury Park ball 
courts and new security lighting for the 
track and gym.” 


Church is hit 
with fine for 
unholy racket 

AN unholy din caused by revellers has landed 
an evangelical church with fines totalling 
more than £2,000 for noise nuisance. 

Total Healing World Outreach UK, a 
Christian charity, was prosecuted by 
Haringey Council after a flood of complaints 
from residents about the racket caused by 
various events held by those hiring its 
premises, in Fountayne Road, Tottenham, 
for private parties and other functions. 

Despite the charity’s trustees being served 
with a court order to keep a lid on the noise, 
the disturbances continued. 

On one occasion, Highbury Magistrates’ 
Court heard, council enforcement officers 
were called to a large party at 2.45am and 
the music blaring from a powerful sound 
system was so loud it was rattling the windows 
and vibrating the floors of neighbouring 
homes, keeping residents awake. 

Vera Ezenwa, one of the charity’s trustees, 
was told the organisation must pay a £1,340 
fine for breaching the abatement order, as 
well as costs of £1,000 and a victim surcharge 
of £30. 

The charity was told that, despite the fact 
that it may not have been directly involved 
with the parties, it was responsible as it hired 
out the venue.

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Jail for man who turned 
house into a gun factory

A MAN who converted replica guns into live 
firing weapons by turning his Ponders End 
home into a firearms factory has been jailed for 
nearly 11 years. 

An arsenal of guns and ammunition, which, 
according to detectives, would almost certainly 
have ended up in the hands of violent criminals 
on Britain’s streets, was discovered at the home 
of Rakesh Patel, 39, in Alma Road, during a 
police search, Wood Green Crown Court heard 
last week. 

Border Force police officers at a UK airport 
had intercepted a parcel from the United States 
last August addressed to Mr Patel at his home 
containing an imitation handgun capable of 
being converted to fire live bullets. 

On September 2 last year, officers from the 
Metropolitan Police’s Trident and Area Crime 
Command, which targets gang crime, raided his 
address and searched the premises. 

There they uncovered an armoury including a 
total of 11 firearms - two of them capable of 
firing live rounds and nine in various stages of 
conversion. There were also between 50 and 
100 rounds of ammunition. 

Most of the firearms were found in the 
kitchen. Component parts were also discovered 
including barrels of firearms, ball bearings and 
metal tubing for conversion. Another firearm 
was found concealed in the garden and officers 
also discovered a crop of 12 mature cannabis 
plants in the front bedroom and the loft. 

Patel was sentenced to 10 years’ imprison¬ 
ment on a variety of gun-related charges last 


Wednesday, plus an additional 10 months for 
cultivation of cannabis. 

“There is no doubt that these guns would 
have ended up in the hands of violent criminals 
on Britain’s streets,” said Detective Inspector 
Rick Sewart, from the Trident and Area Crime 
Command. 

“With the help of Border Force officers, we 
have closed down this firearms factory, cut out 
a supply chain of lethal weapons and prevented 
fatal shootings on the streets of Fondon. 

“The lengthy custodial sentence imposed 
demonstrates the court’s recognition of the 
harm caused by criminals like Patel.”

Paying tribute to Irene on 
behalf of the club, Harry Kane, 
who had earlier bagged two 
goals, said: “Irene is incredi¬ 
ble. To think of her age and 
she’s still here to support us, 
it’s absolutely amazing. 

“It was fantastic to meet her. 
It’s incredible to have that sup¬ 
port for so long and hopefully 
we’ll continue getting wins and 
she’s here for many, many 
years to come.”

STORM Katie left a trail 
of destruction in Enfield 
as gusts of wind up to 
lOOmph battered Britain 
on Sunday. 

A dozen trees in the 
borough were brought 
down by the gales, but 
apart from blown-down 
fences and loose roof tiles 
there was minimal 
damage to property. 

A heavy branch from a 
tree in Aldersbrook 
Avenue, Enfield, was sent 
crashing down and 
blocked the road and 
pavement. 

Builder Kye Barnfield, 
pictured , turned up to 
resume renovating a 
house opposite the fallen 
branch on Tuesday 
morning and tried to shift 
it to the side of the road.

He said: “Young people across the UK have 
committed to help change the lives of others 
for the better, both nationally and internation¬ 
ally. I’m really excited to visit Madagascar to 
see how Scouts are working with WaterAid 
there to transform lives by educating people 
about good sanitation and hygiene, as well as 


advocating for more investment in clean 
water and sanitation facilities. It will also be 
great to develop new ways we can join 
together with our Scout family in Madagascar, 
and across the world, to help get clean water 
and sanitation for everyone everywhere.” 


Madagascar is one of the poorest countries 
in the world, with 70 per cent of people living 
below the poverty line. Nearly 12 million 
people lack access to clean water and 88 per 
cent of the population have nowhere safe to 
go to the toilet.

THE multi-million-pound redevelop¬ 
ment of Chase Farm Hospital has 
been given the green light by the 
government. 

Construction work will begin in 
the next few weeks to create a 
“state-of-the-art facility delivering 
21st-century healthcare”. 

Government approval of the full busi¬ 
ness case submitted by the Royal Free 
London NHS Foundation Trust means 
public funds can now be released. 

In total, the government is set to 
contribute almost £82million towards 
the redevelopment. 

The trust is planning to plough 
between £109m and £120m into the 
building, partly funded by selling 
some land for housing and a school. 

Chief executive David Sloman said he 


was looking forward to the new hospital 
taking shape over the next two years. 

“With the final approval of the full 
business case, our plans to deliver a 
secure future and vastly improved 
facilities for Chase Farm can now 
become a reality,” he said. 

“It is a great achievement to have 
reached this point so quickly. I would 
like to thank all those who have helped 
to get us here.” 

Provisional plans showing how the 
hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
will look were given the go-ahead by 
Enfield Council’s planning committee 
in December. They included provi¬ 
sions for expanding Chase Farm as 
well as a renewed commitment to 
maintaining the Highlands Wing, 
which was built in 1995 and is the 
most modern part of the hospital. 

There will also be “world-class” 
facilities for elective, non-emergency 


care, diagnostics, out-patients, an 
urgent care centre, planned elective 
surgery and post-operative care, an 
older persons’ assessment unit and 
rehabilitation facilities. 

But not everyone is happy. 


Enfield North MP Joan Ryan has 
been vocal in her concerns for the hos¬ 
pital as the site’s overall footprint is 
reduced as outlying buildings and 
wards are brought under one roof. 

She has warned that Chase Farm will 


be reduced to a “cottage hospital” as 
16 surgical beds will be lost. 

Works to prepare the site, including 
demolition of unused buildings and 
alterations to some of the internal 
roads, began last year.

Duo are jailed 
for possession 
of banned gun 

Firearm found under car seat

TWO men from Enfield have been jailed for 
a total of 16 years for possessing a prohib¬ 
ited Magnum handgun. 

The 3.57 Magnum Colt revolver was 
found along with bullets and drugs by 
unarmed officers from the borough’s gangs 
unit after they had stopped a car in Welling¬ 
ton Road, Bush Hill Park, being driven by 
Damian Williams, 23, in February 2015. 

Under the front passenger seat officers 
discovered the firearm, as well as 20 rounds 
of ammunition and a quantity of heroin 
and cocaine. 

Williams was immediately arrested and 
the gun was sent for forensic examination. 

DNA recovered from the gun linked the 
weapon to Angelo Michael, 30. 

Subsequent inquiries showed that both 
Williams and Michael had been making 
efforts to buy spare parts for the weapon. 

Williams admitted responsibility for the 
drugs, but denied any knowledge of the gun. 
Michael also denied any link to the weapon. 


After a seven-day trial at Wood Green 
Crown Court, the two were convicted by 
a jury and sentenced on Wednesday 
last week. 

Williams, 23 of Third Avenue, Bush Hill 
Park, jailed for 11 years’ for possession 
with intent to supply class A drugs, posses¬ 
sion of a prohibited firearm and possession 
of ammunition. 

Michael, of Tweedy Close, Bush Hill 
Park, was sent to prison for five years’ for 
possession of the prohibited firearm. 

“These men were found guilty of possess¬ 
ing an extremely powerful handgun,” said 
Detective Constable Peter Burdis, of Enfield 
gangs units. 

“The use of this weapon would almost cer¬ 
tainly have had fatal consequences. 

“The removal of this gun from the hands 
of criminals has undoubtedly made our 
community safer. 

“Those engaged in armed criminality 
or gang activity should get the message 
- you will be found, you will be arrested 
and you will spend years in prison,” added 
DC Burdis. 



Man in court 
after fatal 
road accident 


A MAN appeared in 
court yesterday 
(Tuesday) charged in 
connection with a fatal 
road collision in Enfield 
on Monday. 

The driver of a van 
died after it flipped on to 
its roof in Southbury 
Road following the 
collision in the early 
hours of the morning. 

The 50-year-old driver, 
whom police have yet to 
name, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Bugra Berker, 34, of 
Wentworth Gardens, 
Palmers Green, appeared 
at Highbury Corner 
Magistrates’ Court 
accused of causing death 
by dangerous driving, 
perverting the course of 
justice and failing to stop 
after a collision 

Two other men - aged 
30 and 26 - also arrested 
in connection with the 
incident were released 
with no further action.

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Teenage trio plead guilty 
to betting shop robberies 


THREE Enfield youths have been sentenced 
after carrying out a string of terrifying 
robberies on betting shops. 

In a nine-day period in November last 
year, the trio, all aged 17, raided six 
bookies in Enfield, Haringey and 
Waltham Forest. 

In each robbery they threatened a 
cashier with violence unless the takings 
were handed over. 

They successfully made off with cash in 
four of the robberies. 

They were finally caught after CCTV 
images were issued by the police and the 
name of a possible suspect was provided 
to officers. 

That and CCTV footage from the 
six robberies led to the subsequent 
identification of the two other youths. 

All three, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, were sentenced at Wood Green 


Crown Court last Wednesday after each 
had pleaded guilty to conspiracy to rob at 
an earlier hearing. 

One received two years and two 
months behind bars in a youth offenders’ 
institution. The others received a three- 
year and an 18-month youth rehabilitation 
order respectively. 

Speaking after the sentencing, Detective 
Sergeant Paul Grimmer, from the Met’s 
Flying Squad, said: “Over a nine-day 
period last November, these three youths 
threatened and intimidated employees at 
bookmakers across north-east London. 

“They put innocent members of staff in 
fear of violence, carrying out six crimes in 
a short period of time. 

“Thanks to the help of the public 
they have been caught and now have 
to face the consequences of their actions,” 
he added.

His Greenland example is bizarre. 
Greenland is not fully autonomous, the 
Danish government has control over 
foreign affairs, defence and monetary 
policy. It receives about £lbillion from 
Denmark in subsidy and 62 per cent of 
Greenland’s exports are to Denmark. 
China only accounts for about three 
per cent of Greenland’s exports. 

Outside of the collective EU trading 
area, Britain will not be in a position to 
bargain for strong trade deals. Both 
Iceland and Switzerland have already 
experienced this. For example, a 
KPMG study states that more market 
access opportunities have been granted 
for Chinese products being imported 
into Switzerland than vice versa. 

Leaving the EU will also mean we 
actually have to allow more free move¬ 
ment of people into the country than is 
currently the case. Our negotiated opt- 


can prosper, even if parking is reduced 
(“Cycle scheme will boost the econ¬ 
omy, not damage it”, March 23) . The 
last time parking was reduced was 
when double red lines were installed 
along the A105. Result: an increase of 
300 per cent in empty shop units. The 
situation slowly improved when the 
red route was withdrawn.

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MP bids to tighten 
up knife legislation 

Triple lock' would mean tougher age checks

THE MP for Enfield Southgate 
is taking on the retail giants in 
a bid to tighten up sales of 
knives to youngsters and reduce 
knife crime. 

Conservative MP David Bur- 
rowes has called for an amend¬ 
ment to the policing and crime 
bill, proposing a “triple lock” 
that would force retailers to 
make tougher age checks. 

The “triple lock” system would 
mean that online retailers selling 
knives had to carry out online, 
delivery and follow-up verifica¬ 
tion checks before completing 
any sales to establish the age of 
their customers. 

It is illegal to deliver a blade of 
more than 7.62cm (three inches) 
to anyone under the age of 18, 
but Mr Burrowes said the law 


was barely enforced and largely 
ignored. 

He said: “Knife crime is a 
brutal offence which devastates 
the communities within which 
it occurs. Enfield has been 
bruised in this way many times 
and I have committed much of 
my parliamentary and con¬ 
stituency time to increase the 
number of prosecutions for knife 
carrying and decrease the num¬ 
ber of stabbings. 

“Online sales to children are 
taking place with fatal and tragic 
consequences. 

“It is time to bring the knife 
sales law up to date so we can 
catch reckless online retailers. I 
hope that my ‘triple lock’ will 
encourage suppliers to seriously 
consider their part to play in 
my campaign.” 

He added that the amendment 
would also serve the interests of 


police and protect the public 
from dangerous knives in the 
hands of those deemed too 
young to handle them safely. 

Mr Burrowes and former 
Enfield North MP Nick de Bois 
successfully campaigned for 
new knife crime legislation, 
known as “Enfield’s Law”, 
which ensured a minimum cus¬ 
todial sentence for those con¬ 
victed of possessing a knife for a 
second time. It came into effect 
in July last year. 

The Ministry of Justice has 
confirmed that since the law was 
implemented, the number of 
knife possession offences for¬ 
mally dealt with has increased by 
six per cent on the previous quar¬ 
ter. Also revealed was the fact 
that 314 more offenders were 
identified and 39 per cent of 
those received an immediate 
custodial sentence.

Firefighters 
douse blaze 
at incinerator 

MORE than 70 firefighters 
battled a major blaze at the 
Edmonton incinerator plant 
which handles Enfield’s 
municipal household 
rubbish and the waste of six 
other north London 
boroughs in the early hours 
of Sunday. 

The fire broke out at the 
plant managed by London 
Waste Ltd at the London 
Eco Park, in Advent Way, at 
9.54pm on Saturday. 

Ten fire engines and crews 
from Edmonton, Enfield. 
Chingford, Walthamstow, 
Tottenham, Woodford, 

Stoke Newington and 
Hornsey fire stations deal 
with the incident. 

They fought for six hours 
to control the blaze, which 
damaged part of the plant as 
well as destroying 500 
tonnes of household waste 
which the plant’s incinerator 
burns to provide electricity 
for the National Grid. 

The cause of the fire is 
being investigated.

Goldsmith: ‘I’ll 
get tough with 
the fly-tippers’ 


MAYORAL hopeful Zac Goldsmith 
highlighted the scourge of fly-tipping 
on his latest visit to the borough. 

The Conservative candidate - and 
MP for Richmond Park since 2010, 
who is hoping to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of Boris Johnson as Mayor of 
London - is trying to drum up sup¬ 
port in advance of May’s election 
and believes he can win votes by 
focusing on environmental issues. 

Speaking during a stopover at 
North Enfield Conservative Club, in 
Baker Street, last Wednesday, Mr 
Goldsmith said: “Fly-tipping has 
been raised so many times by people 
in Enfield. It is one of those things - 
it is an issue of civic pride, but it’s 
much more than that. 

“People have raised it with me a 
huge number of times. In fact, I 
don’t think I’ve been to Enfield and 
it hasn’t been raised as an issue.” 

Mr Goldsmith believes councils 
should be given the power to issue 


offenders with on-the-spot fixed 
penalty notices, rather than having 
to go through the courts. 

The revenue from these fines 
could then be used by Enfield Coun¬ 
cil to fund extra enforcement offi¬ 
cers, said Mr Goldsmith. 

The Eton-educated son of billion¬ 
aire Eurosceptic Sir James Gold¬ 
smith, is squaring off against rivals 
including Labour’s Sadiq Khan on 
May 5. 

He is also prioritising the protec¬ 
tion of green belt land in the run-up 
to the election, arguing that London’s 
housing crisis can be tackled by 
building exclusively on brownfield 
sites and stressing the importance of 
having access to outdoor space. 

He explained: “Green spaces are 
under threat. We need to give them 
the maximum possible protection 
in law - not just green belt, but 
green spaces, metropolitan open 
land - the works.”

Three cheers for have-a-go hero 


EDDIE THE EAGLE (PG, 106 mins) 


W HEN Baron Pierre de Coubertin 
kindled interest in the modern 
Olympic movement at the end 
of the 19th century, he proposed a series 
of ideals to epitomise the spirit of the 
sporting contest. 

“The most important thing in the 
Olympic Games is not winning but taking 
part; the essential thing in life is not con¬ 
quering but fighting well,” he professed. 

That mantra of fearless yet honest par¬ 
ticipation was perfectly exemplified by 
Cheltenham-born athlete Michael 
Edwards, who became a media sensation 
as Eddie “the Eagle” Edwards in 1988 
when he represented Great Britain in the 
ski jump in Calgary. 

His remarkable story of triumph against 
gravity, which swelled the patriotic hearts 
of a nation, provides the creative spark for 
Dexter Fletcher’s silver medal-winning 
comedy drama. 

Screenwriters Sean Macaulay and 
Simon Kelton don’t let the truth get in the 
way of telling a good yarn, slaloming 
between historical fact and humorous 
artistic licence to ensure their film remains 
giddily airborne. 

Fletcher’s light touch behind the lens 
concentrates on the camaraderie between 
a remarkable underdog and his fictional 
trainer, who defied the snooty naysayers 
to prove that anything is possible when 
you take a leap of faith. 

Since he was a boy, Edwards (Taron 
Egerton) has driven his father Terry (Keith 
Allen) to distraction with a burning dream 
to compete in the Olympics.

The young man struggles to find a sport 
that suits him, so he switches attention to 
the Winter Olympics and discovers a loop¬ 
hole in the rulebook that would allow him 
to become Britain’s first representative in 
the ski jump since 1929. 

Aided and abetted by his mum, Janette 
(Jo Hartley), Eddie heads to Germany to a 
ski jumping training centre run by hard- 
drinking former competitor Bronson Peary 
(Hugh Jackman), who was booted off the 
US team by legendary coach Warren 
Sharp (Christopher Walken). 


Bronson takes pity on Eddie and helps 
the newcomer to master the basics. But 
Dustin Target (Tim Mclnnerny), chairman of 
the British Olympic Committee, refuses to 
let Eddie compete on a technicality and 
adds a qualifying standard of 61 m to the 
rulebook at the last minute. 

With time running out before the Calgary 
games, Eddie hits the European ski jump¬ 
ing tour with Bronson, determined to soar 
to break records rather than bones in his 
quest for Olympic qualification. 

Eddie The Eagle is an unabashedly 


crowd-pleasing delight for all ages. 
Egerton brings a sweetness and steely 
resolve to his plucky fish out of water, who 
defiantly tells a crowded news conference: 
“I did not come here as a novelty act... and 
I will not be going home as one.” 

Jackman offers robust support, rabble- 
rousing from the sidelines. 

In real life, Edwards never climbed atop 
the Olympic winner’s podium, but this 
charming film is champion.

ERIC DIER expressed his delight after scoring a 
last-gasp winner to help England come from 
behind to snatch a dramatic 3-2 victory away to 
world champions Germany on Saturday night. 

The midfielder was one of four Tottenham

“I was so happy for Danny. His opportunity is 
very much deserved and to play like he did on his 
debut, in that sort of game, was fantastic.” 

But, despite his delight at the outcome, Kane 
insists that England should not get carried away by 
their win in Berlin. 

“We are all buzzing,” he said. “Credit to the lads 
because we never gave in, but everyone needs to 
stay calm - it’s a friendly. 

“It’s a great night for England. To be 2-0 down 
against the world champions and come back 
shows what kind of team we are. 

“We played brilliantly and I thought we fully 
deserved the win. We had a lot of chances, and on 
another day we probably could have scored a few 
more.” 


Following last night’s friendly against the 
Netherlands at Wembley, Spurs’ England contin¬ 
gent will now turn their attention back towards 
the club’s Premier League title challenge as they 
prepare for a crucial contest at Liverpool on 
Saturday. 

“It’s got to that stage now where we’re just wor¬ 


rying about ourselves,” Alii said. “There are so 
few games left that we just need to concentrate on 
winning every game and not to worry about what 
else is happening around us. 

“We just need to win the rest of our games and 
hopefully that will leave us in a good position 
come the end of the season. 


“It was important for our confidence to win our 
last game, to keep morale high and to keep the 
squad heading in the right direction before the 
international break. 

“We need to keep up the good form. We’ve got 
Liverpool when we get back, which we’ll go in to 
with a good win behind us.”
